Provided that no such motion shall be made until after the repost 
of the Drafting Committed together with the copies of the Constitu 
tion as revised by them has been made available for the 1189 of 
members and that any member may objeot to any such motion being 
mada unless tho report and the copies of the Constitution 66 80 
reviend have been made available five clear days before the dete on 
which the motion is made , and suoh chjection shall prevail unless 
the President in hig discretion allows the motion to be made .

(7) The provisions of sub -rules (2) and (8 ) of zula 18 - 1 shall apply

(8 ) The ] resident shull allot nut more than two days for the con 
bideration by the Assembly of all amendments after the Lotion 
referred to in sub -rule ( 2 ) has been carried and shall , u to the tim , 
appointed by him for the close of the sitting of the Assembly on the 
last of the allotted days , forthwith put every question necessary to 
diopose of all the outstanding matters in connection with those 
amendments , and in the case of amendments recommended by the 
Drafting Committee As such , he shall put only the question that the 
amendments so recommonded he mado or that the amendments 80 
recommended as modified by any amendment or amendments adopt 
ed by tho Assembly be made , de the case may be 

(94 ) For the purpose of bringing to a conclusion any proceedings 
relating to such umendments on the last of the allotted days , tht 
President shall have power to select the annondmonts to be proposed
